ed bandits held up the Illinois Central

Springfield, who came upon them while 
dynamiting the safe in the express ear,

The Diamond special arrived at the 


station here early today and an exam- 
ination of the safe in "the express car 
showed the bandits did not get any- 
thin;; of value, the explosion of dyna- 
mite having failed to open the through 
safe, which contained $25.000.

Dr. Mayo gave a review of statistics 


of signs and symptoms observed in one 
thousand patients operated on for cancer 
of the stomach. 


Kadium as a physical agency was dis- 


cussed in a paper by Dr. Howard A. 
Kelly, of Baltimore. Md. Its action, !•« 
said, is local and it is destined to be a 
potent aid in the treatment of gynecol- 
ogic conditions. He asserted that radium 
will cure some cancers and will especially 
eliminate many cases of local recurrence 
which are difficult to treat by many of 
the customary surgical methods. 


Importance of Kadium. 


Its importance in the treatment of 


fibroid tumors is just beginning to be 
recognized. 
It checks hemorrhage and 


in some cases materially decreases the 
size of the growths. In pelvic inflamma- 
tory disease its use is very hopeful, but 
this, he said, is still a new field.

Dr. Alsberg Points Out Lim- 


itations of the Pure 


Food Law. 


HANDS 
OFTEN 
TIED 


Mobile. Ala.. June 
18.—The words 


"guarantei-J under the food and drug 
act." on a label are no assurance that 
the. contents of a package are pure, ac- 
cording to Dr. Carl L. Alsberg. ehief of 
the bureau of chemistry, who sp;>ke here 
today before the Association of Amer- 
ican Food. Dairy and Drug Officials. Dr. 
Aljberg was speaking of the limitations 
of the federal bureau of the pure food 
law, 
appealing {or closer co-operation 


between, federal 
and state authorities 


and for uniformity of laws in the vari- 
ous states, baned on the national law. 
looking to a less frequently misbrand 
to a better food and drug supply. 


"The food and drugs act." Dr. Als- 


berg asserted, "not only does not give 
the department of agriculture power to 
ai-t in many vitally important matters 
but actually prohibits its intervention 
in many things that call aloud for im- 
mediate remedy. The people at large d" 
not understand the limitations under 
which wo act. nor do they realize that 
frequently we are even more disgusted 
than they at our inability to do things 
that we are more than anxious, but 
helpless legally, to undertake." 


Dr. Alsberg explained that the word 


"guaranteed" on a can of soup or on a 
bottle of nerve tonic, did not mean that 
the bureau of chemistry had seen and 
analyzed it. but that the manufacturers 
put it on simply with the idea, of pro- 
tecting the jobber or retailer. All that 
the guarantee legend does, ho continued, 
is to make it possible to prosecute the 
manufacturer if the goods were found 
to bo in violation of the. food and drug 
act. 


"Constructive co-operation and prac- 


tical collaboration with all agencies in- 
terested in securing for the people a 
larger supply of better and purer foods 
and drugs." he said, "was the policy of 
the department in enforcing the laws. 
Under 
this policy." Dr. Alsberg de- 


clared, "we are proceeding morn vigor- 
ously than ever against the violators of 
the "law and are pushing many import- 
ant cases which will establish far reach- 
ing precedent!."

A BIG PLAN IN MIND 


When the Allen county council meets 


June 27 and 28 the board of county 
commissioners will ask consideration o'f 
a long cherished project to purchase a 
new farm upon which to locate the sev- 
eral county institutions—the infirmary, 
the orphans' home and the proposed tu- 
berculosis sanitarium. 
This newspaper 


some months ago presented the desire 
of the commissioners to take early steps 
looking to provision for certain impera- 
tive needs of the count}- in this direc- 
tion. 
If the council takes a favor- 


able view of the proposal it is probable 
that initial action will be taken at no 
distant day. 


The county at present owns 207 acres 


of land, now comprised in three tracts 
separately used by the poor farm, the 
orphans' home ai^l the isolation hos- 
pital. This land is believed to have a 
selling value of not less than $500 an 
acre. With this another farm five or six 
miles distant mid comprising some 600 
or (!0<l ncres ennld lie purchased. Such 
a trart would nrrommodatc the poor 
fnrm. the nrfthnus' home and the tuber- 
culosis sanit.-iriuui. Sooner or later the 
present poor farm 
will have to be 


ibandoned nnd moreover, notwithstand- 
ing the expenditure of almout $70,000 a 
few years ngo, it ran never bo made a 
modern institution. The land is too 
valuable for the purposes used and it is 
in a region that at no very distant day 
will be enclosed by the spread of the 
'ty. 
the March floods made it clear that 


the Allen county orphans' home ought to 
have a new location. 
The growth ol 


the city in that direction is likewise a 
disadvantage to tho institution. 


The commissioners believe that 


taking steps now to make the necessary 
and proper provisions for the poor farm, 
the home nnd the sanitarium that the 
cost can be met without a bond Issue. 
A fnrm that is Hituated upon both steam 
and interurban lines will be sought.

Clarence C. Hanilin, of Colorado Springs, 
to gain publicity for the beet sugar argu- 
ments through newspapers, news agen- 
cies and with the assistance of great 
railroads and agricultural colleges. Sen- 
ators declared the newest turn of the in- 
vestigation was the most sensational de- 
velopment yet. 


Will Be Called to Testify. 


Many men of national prominence 


mentioned in the correspondence undoubt- 
edly will be summoned to testify and 
from a plain investigation of the inter- 
ests of senators themselves in the tariff 


11. the inquiry now promises to broaden 


out into an inquiry into all the iniluences 
which are alleged to have been brought 
for and against legislation in- recent 


ears. 
The committee waa. confronted at the 


outset of today's session with a formal 
objection from Henry T. Oxnard, of tho

City Government Research 


The Chamber of Commerce at Indianapolis has dis- 


covered a new avenue of usefulness that might very prop- 
terly engage the attention of commercial clubs and similar 
bodies in other Indiana cities. It-proposes to employ ex- 
perts to make a thorough survey of tho organization and 
administration of city government at Indianapolis, not in 
a spirit of hostile criticism but in a sincere desire to dis- 
cover what can be done toward making the governmental 
system what it should be for the best interests of the peo- 
ple. It does not purpose attacking the administration 
that happens to be in power, but to assist it if possible, in 
bringing about a better system of organization as well as 
a more economical and equitable administration of affairs 
pf the city. A brief outline of the proposed research is 
Contained in the following: 


1. An investigation of the records or evidence of the 


<ransaetions made by the various city departments. 


2. What may be learned from these reports? 
3. What is the story told with respect to fidelity, 


teconomy and efficiency in the administration of the pub- 
lic trust? 


4. What information is lacking which would make 


possible intelligent judgment concerning the several de- 
partments? 


5. In so far as results are unsatisfactory what part 


Js due to the action or inaction of public, officials'? 


6. How much wrong administration is due to condi- 


tions for which the people themselves are responsible? 


7. What political or administrative acts are neces- 


sary to the removal of bad conditions, and what change 
in organization, in methods and. procedure must be effect- 
led in order that public business may be conducted with 
Ithe greatest economy and efficiency. 


Undoubtedly a research of this kind, inspired by a 


'desire to do something helpful and not in a spirit of carp- 
ing criticism or of personal hostility will be of much value 
in solving the problem of better city government.

Military Men Leave the City 


After Encampment of 


Two Days. 


THE CLOSING SESSION 


Washington, D. 0-, Juno 18.—Senator 


Ollie James, of Kentucky, who made the 
sugar tariff speech in the senate de- 
fending the stand of President Wilson, 
has taken a vigorous position in the 
liuance committee against the imposition 
of a countervailing duty on meat and 
cattle. 
He announced yesterday that 


he would carry the fight to the demo- 
cratic senatorial caucus if he failed to 
swing the committee into line. 


When the majority members of the 


finance committee resumed consideration 
of the proposed countervailing duties on 
agricultural 
products, Senator 
James 


emphatically declared that the public 
was entitled to unrestricted free cattle 
and meat. He did not oppose the ac- 
tion of the democrats in free listing 
wheat and flour with the countervailing 
duty added, but he opposed such a duty 
on cattle and meat so strenuously that 
final action ou the matter was deferred. 


Wheat and Flour Settled. 


Senator Simmons announced that the 


matter was settled for presentation to 
the caucus in so far as wheat and flour 
were concerned. 


"I am for free cattle and meat nnd 


shall go to the limit to get it," said Sen- 
ator James when his attitude before the 
committee 
became 
known. 
Because 


some countries levy a tax on the im- 
ports of the American beef trust, why 
should we, in retaliation, starve the peo 
pie of the United States? I .favored 
free moat nnd free cattle in the cam- 
paign last full, and I intend to do all 1 
can to put them in the tariff law." 


The majority of the members of the 


committee were in session until late last 
night to hasten work on the tariff bill 
nnd practically completed the sundries 
schedule. 
Remaining for consideration 


are the income tax and administrative 
features of the bill, which the commit 
tee will try to conclude by Thursday 
night. 


Senator Hitchcock, of Nebraska, whose 


amendment to ,the tariff bill levying a 
graduated tax on tobacco output was 
rejected by his colleagues on tlw finance 
committee, gave notice in the senate 
that he -would carry that amendment to 
the1 caucus and make a determined fight 
for its incorporation in the bill. 


WILL IGNORE NEW BILL. 


Chicago Board of Trade Says It Is Work 


of Board's Enemies. 


Chicago, June 18.—A bill legalizing 


"pute" and "calls," recently passed bj 
the legislature, will be ignored by the 
Chicago board of trade and trading will 
be done so as to contract system develop- 
ment. 
Draft of the contract, which is 


said to eliminate the form of trading 
permissable under the puts and calls 
rule, will be posted today. 


A member of the committee nsscrtec 


that the bill was fostered by the board'* 
enemies and trading under its provisions 
never will be permitted. 
He said that 


actual trading is desired and that future 
contracts, better classed as bids left open 
and offers left open, provide this.

at a high school commencement here 
Vico President 
Marshall warned 
the 


graduates not to look to book learning 
to guarantee the making of a career.

and to ride rough shod over his neigh- 
bors can make a 'career" but from the 
higher standpoint he gains nothing by 
that."

nnd cultural education as against an 
over abundance of technical instruction. 
Education, he declared, especially of the 
cultural kind, does not go to make a 
career but rather to make splendid men 
and women a. greater task.
